FOR EVALUATION PURPOSES, THE GOVERNMENT HAS WEIGHTED THE RANGES BASED ON THE LIKELIHOOD THAT IF AN OFFER IS PLACED, IT WILL BE PLACED IN

THAT PARTICULAR RANGE. AN EVALUATION PRICE WILL BE CALCULATED BY MULTIPLYING THE OFFERED PRICES BY THEIR RESPECTIVE WEIGHTS AND MINIMUM

QUANTITIES FOR EACH RANGE AND ADDING THE TOTALS FOR ALL YEARS.

    (b) A written notice of award or acceptance of an offer, mailed or otherwise furnished to the successful offeror within the time for

acceptance specified in the offer, shall result in a binding contract without further action by either party. Before the offer's

specified expiration time, the Government may accept an offer (or part of an offer), whether or not there are negotiations after its

receipt, unless a written notice of withdrawal is received before award.
